The people who liv e near the 
plant say the negro had the appear­ 
ance of a eraay man and from ihe 
way he hand led the gu n and the look 
of d etermination on his face, be was 
bent on killing someone. 
Franklin held the fort for a long 
time, d aring any one to step ou t in 
th e clear. Most of his threats were 
against Ed win Bolland , a brick lay er 
from St. Lou is, who came here with 
the boiler 
company and 
against 
whom Franklin 
seemed to 
hav e a 
special gru d ge. 
Ex citement reigned su preme with 
no one v entu ring ou t against the en­ 
raged man. 
A fter a time someone 
finally reached a phone and the po­ 
lice was called . 
City M arshall H ar­ 
low respond ed to the call bu t when he 
retched the scene 
of the 
trou ble, 
Franklin had changed his mind abou t 
killing Bolland and had d isappeared . 
M arshall Harlow tracked Franklin 
to his home in W est Second street, 
bu t he h ad gone from there. The last 
th at was seen of him was on Jack­ 
son street near the riv er and here 
all trace iv as lost. 
The officer has 
not giv en u p hope of find ing him, bu t 
at a late hou r this afternoon all ef­ 
forts had been u nsu ccessfu l.

“Now, Sonny, k eep that pledge and 
it will be the best act of your life.” 
So spok e a man called “Abe Lin­ 
coln to a boy named Cleapas Breck - 
enridge in Illinois in 1846. Oilier old 
people besides Breck enridge still live 
in Illinois who testify to these facts:

That Lincoln came on horseback 
to the South Fork 
Sehoolhouse 
in 
Sangamon county, made a 
temper­ 
ance speech, took a paper from his 
pock et and invited everybody to sign 
a, total abstinence pledge. Moses 
Martin, now of Edinburg, III., com­ 
mitted Lincoln’s pledge to memory. 
Howard II. Russell, of Westerville, 
Ohio, the founder of the Anti-Saloon 
League, discovered these facts. And 
so he started also the Lincoln Legion. 
The Lincoln Legion is a 
Sunday 
school movement. It invites the mem­ 
bers of the school to enroll with Lin­ 
coln as pledged abstainers.

PAST LI FE DEPRAVED 
SAY THE WI TNESSES 


Ithaca, N. Y., Feb. 9.—W ith the local 
courtroom crowded to the doors by 
students and interest in the city run­ 
ning high, two Cornell undergraduates 
were sent to jail for participating in 
the rioting of Saturday night which 
resulted in damage to property, a 
pitched battle with the local police 
force, a good many students being hurt 
and several officers being banged up. 
The young men sent to jail were 
Sidney Sichel of Nanuet, N. Y., a 
sophomore, who wras sent up for five 
days, and Ralph W arren Perk ins of 
Hudson, Mass.. a freshman, who got a 
ten days’ sentence. Both men adm it­ 
ted having been on hand when the 
rio ting occurred. 
Pleas for mercy 
were made for both young men. but 
City Attorney McAllister demanded a 
jail sentence and announced that if 
the police were successful in arresting 
the ring leaders, whom he denounced 
as cowards, he would do his utmost to 
have them sent to the penitentiary for 
six months, the maximum penalty. 


Prosecution Going Into Russian 
Poisoner’s Record. 


St. Petersburg. Feb. 9.— If the nu­ 
merous witnesses who have testified 
against Dr. Panchenk o, who Is on trial 
for poisoning Count Vassili Boutourlin, 
have spok en the truth, the accused, in 
addition to being an unscrupulous 
scoundrel, is a fool. He not only plot­ 
ted murders, but divulged his intention 
to many of his acquaintances. 
Some 
of these described 
how Panchenk o 
told them of a scheme by which I e ex­ 
pected to grow rich, adding w*ith sang 
froid that this involved getting certain 
people out of the way, “blowing out 
somebody’s life light,” “sending some 
o ther fellow to ano ther world.” and 
similar flippancies. To objections that 
this wmuld be murder, Dr. Panchenk o 
responded with such rem ark s as: 
“It 
Is not a crime unless you are caught,” 
and “Clever people never are.” When 
reminded that the 
cleverest some­ 
times did not escape, he replied: 
“Well, at the wTo rst it will be Siberia, 
and as my family will be look ed after, 
what m atter?” 
Part of the evidence against the ac­ 
cused was beard in camera, being, it 
Is alleged, too abominable to be heard 
publicly. 


GOT A SET BACK 


And Nebraska Dry s Are Blaming Mr. 
Bry an For It. 
Omaha, Neb., Feb. 9.—County option 
was defeated in the Nebrask a senate 
by the narrow* vote of 17 to 16. 
The 
defeat is in a large m easure due to the 
lassitude displayed by W. J. Bryan, 
who did not raise his voice in support 
of the bill, although county option was 
the great issue in last fall’s campaign, 
made so by the action of Bryan him ­ 
self. 
The county optionists eontrol the 
lower house by a strong majority, and 
with but a single change in the senate 
the bill w vuld have gone through. De­ 
spite his gieat loss in prestige in Ne­ 
brask a, Mr. Bryan could have con­ 
trolled at least this one vote. 
How­ 
ever, he gave the county option bill 
no assistance, with the result that 
there w ill be no legislation of this k ind 
for the next two >*ears.

If the Bedgood Bill Finally Survives, 


Applicants For p atrim o n y In Indi­ 


ana W ill Have to Undergo a Medica! 


Inspection as to Fitness For the Hy- 


menial State. — The Appropriations 


Bill. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 9.—The attem pt to 
postpone indefinitely the Bedg ood bill, 
which provides for medical ex amirfa- 
tions for men who are about to enter 
matrimony , was voted down in the 
house. 
An amendment to provide 
a fee of not more than $2 for the phy ­ 
sician making the ex amination, was 
adopted. 
The committee on medicine 
and health recommended the bill to 
pass. The effort to strike out the sec­ 
tion providing ag ainst evasions of the 
law failed, and Coble’s proposition to 
include women in the term s of the bill 
was voted down. 
The house g ave some time to the 
discussion of the Wells bill attacking 
the public accounting law. In the sen­ 
ate the Grube franchise referendum 
bill, the Durre bill for compelling qual­ 
ified electors to vote, the Shively re­ 
call bill and the Proctor liquor reg u­ 
lation bill w'ere posted for considera­ 
tion as special orders of business y es­ 
terday afternoon. The referendum bill 
was put over until today , to g ive time 
to have amendments printed. 
The 
fig ht for $1,000 license w'as renewed 
when the liquor bill came up, and this 
m easure also was put over until to­ 
day . 
The Shively bill and the Durre 
hill likewise were on today ’s prog ram. 
The house received fifty new bills 
and adopted the minority report favor­ 
ing the Hord claim. 


The Appropriations Bill. 
The reg ular appropriations bill as it 
was adopted for eng rossm ent in the 
house carried a total appropriation for 
the fiscal y ear of 1912 of $3,263,47 5, 
and for the fiscal y ear of 19 13, $3,29 0,- 
340. 
This is an annual increase of 
approx imately $500,000 over the appro­ 
priations for the present appropriation 
period. 
The increases are chiefly in the 
m aintenance affairs of the state insti­ 
tutions, due to the increased cost of 
foodstuffs, increased wag es for help, 
and increased population of the insti­ 
tutions. 
In addition, the bill provides 
for additional m aintenance for the 
three state schools, and for m ainten­ 
ance of the newr southeastern hospital 
for the insane and the tuberculosis 
hospital at Rockville, which did not 
appear in the reg ular appropriation 
hill of 19 09 . The villag e for epileptics 
is also provided for in the present bill, 
while tw’o y ears ag o the maintenance 
was provided for on a per capita batis, 
with no total appearing in the appro­ 
priation re o rd. 


In State Departments. 
Notable increases were made also on 
some state departm ents. 
In the de­ 
partm ent of the national g uard the 
increase was $13,130 a y ear. 
In the 
departm ent of the auditor of state, an 
annual inciease of $1,500 was made. 
Of this $500 was added to the salary 
of the clerk of the building and loan 
department, and $1,000 to the insur­ 
ance conting ent fund. 
For the rail­ 
road commission an increase of $10,000 
a y ear was allow'ed. 
For the state 
board of health, the annual increase 
was $15,000. An increase of $5,000 was 
allowed the board of state charities. 
The bureau of statistics received an 
annual increase of $1,510 due to the 
added work of the free employ ment 
bureau. The attorney g eneral received 
an annual increase of $200 for deputy 
hire. 
The secretary of state received 
an increase of $300 a y ear for motor 
vehicle reg istration. 
A reduction of $3,48 0 was made in 
the departm ent of superintendency of 
public building s and g rounds and the 
departm ent of the statehouse eng i­ 
neer. 


Congressional Reapportionment. 
Members of the senate committee 
on cong ressional apportionment, and 
Romus F. Stewart, who as a statisti­ 
cal clerk to the committee, has done 
the detail work, believe that the plan 
of apportionment which will be recom­ 
mended by the committee is one that 
cannot be attacked on the g round of 
unfairness. Districts, they say , are as 
nearly equal in population as they 
could be drawm.

twelv e districts, If that Is to be all that 
Indiana will be entitled to, will 
be as 
follows:

March ^ next, President Taft has made 
clear to senators who have called on 
him. 
The president is very mu ch in 
earnest in his special session talk and 
there is a strong lik elihood of con­ 
gress being called back if the reci­ 
procity agreem ent is not definitely act­ 
ed u pon. 
The news of the president’s 
attitu de has# cau sed a stir in the sen­ 
ate, where everybody is look ing ahead 
with eagerness to the closing of the 
present session on March 4. 
The president is not attem pting to 
threaten or coerce the senate in this 
m atter, bu t he believes there is a 
strong sentim ent in the cou ntry in fa­ 
vor of the reciprocity bill. 
He made 
it plain to callers that he is confident 
that the McCall bill, embodying the 
term s of the agreem ent, will pass the 
hou se with a large m ajority and that 
it also wou ld be acted u pon favorably 
by the senate if permitted to come to 
a vote in that body. 
The president 
now is simply ask ing that the bill be 
allowed to go to a vote in the senate, 
and if it is talk ed to death or hu rled 
in a committee he probably will feel 
Impelled u nder the pledges contained 
in the agreem ent to call the congress 
in special session. 
Several senators are bitterly op­

to the
